REMARKS 

This Amendment is made to correct minor errors in the specification with regard to 
paragraphs 00021, 00024, 00027 and 00060. Paragraph 00060 had previously been prehminary 
amended and only the new changes to reference numbers 585 are shown. A replacement abstract 
has been submitted, which Umits the narrative to under 150 words. No new matter has been 
added to the specification or the abstract. 

Additionally, replacement drawings Figures 1 through 4 have been submitted to make 
minor corrections and better conform to the PTO standards. No new matter has been added to 
the drawings. 

Amendments to the claims has been made to overcome the claim objections to claims 1 

and 38. 

In addition, minor errors have been corrected in claims 6 and 42. 
Applicant requests cancellation of all non-elected claims, shown in the amendment as 
withdrawn. 

Claims 21-33 and 35-37 are cancelled, mooting and thereby overcoming the claim 
rejections stated by the Examiner. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicant having addressed the Examiner's requirements to provide a shortened abstract, 
now places the specification in proper form. Furthermore, all claim objections have been 
overcome by correcting claim-drafting informalities. Finally, rejection of the claims under 35 
U.S.C. §1 12 has been overcome through cancellation of the claims indicated. Applicant submits 
that the reasons for the Examiner's rejection have been overcome and respectfully requests 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections and rejection, and that a Notice of Allowance 
regarding all the claims be issued.
